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VBT Environmental Commission 
gets update on PFAS in lake

We’re not going to be able to eat fish out 
of Belleville Lake anytime soon. 

The permanent state signs have been put 
up in four locations around Belleville Lake 
saying “Do Not Eat the Fish” and Daniel 
A. Brown, Watershed Planner with the 
Huron River Watershed Council gave an 
update on the situation to the Van Buren 
Township Environmental Commission at 
its regular meeting April 17. 

PFAS are toxic, synthetic chemicals used 
to manufacture many common household 
products. PFAS is an acronym that 
represents a family of from 3,000 to 5,000 
similar contaminants that have been found 
throughout Michigan and in the Huron 
River watershed. 

He said they basically are Teflon and shed 
water. They are toxic in extremely small 
doses, and are measured in parts per trillion

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and accumulate in food and tissue. 

PFAS are associated with a number of 
health risks when they accumulate in the 
human body over time and when they are 
highly concentrated in the food and water 
we consume. They are called the forever 
chemical because they do not go away. 

They have been associated with high 
cholesterol levels, thyroid disease, 
ulcerative colitis, and infertility in men. 

They come from aerospace, electronics, 
apparel, healthcare and hospitals, building 
and construction, a certain kind of dental 
floss, oil and gas, firefighting foam, and 
semiconductors. 

He said Livingston and Washtenaw 
counties fire departments switched to 
non-PFAS foam. VBT Fire Marshal Dave 
MclInally was in the audience and he told 
the Independent that the township fire 
department now uses foam without PFAS, 
but they have some PFAS foam in storage 
until the state decides how to dispose of it. 
He said there are 36,000 gallons of PFAS 
foam in the state. 

Brown said these are Rust Belt chemicals 
and they even used them to coat suits to 
protect workers. 

The tri-community gets its drinking water 
from the Great Lakes Water Authority and 
it is safe. Those with wells are advised to 
get them tested. 

Brown said information on PFAS is 
moving quickly in terms of what they are 
looking at. 

He said they were invented around World 
War II and were discovered to be a problem 
in 2012 after a DEQ report. In 2016-18, 
they reemerged and Gov. Snyder issued an 
executive order to test all drinking water 
sources. 

“Do not eat fish from the Huron River,” 
he said. “Catch and release only. Don’t eat 
the foam and don’t let kids or pets into the 
foam. Avoid prolonged contact with foam

VBT Board approves buying 
body-worn cameras for police

By fall, all Van Buren Township police 
officers will be officially operating body- 
worn cameras, with 
each officer assigned a 
personal camera. 

At the April 16 regular 
meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Board 
of Trustees, the board 
voted unanimously 
to amend the 2019 State Forfeiture Fund 
budget to buy 35 Watchguard Body Worn 
Cameras for $45,000. 

The township’s insurance carrier, 
Michigan Municipal Risk Management 
Authority, MMRMA, will provide up to 
$500 reimbursement per unit through its 
Risk Avoidance Grant Program. This will 
go to the township’s general fund. 


The CLEMIS Crash and Citation Revenue 
account for VBT Police Department will be 
used to assist with funding this purchase. 

VBT Public Safety Director Gregory 
Laurain told the board that for the last four 
and a half years the police department has 
been researching equipping the department 
with Body Worn Cameras to promote 
transparency, accountability and to 
mitigate risk posed by civil litigation. 

Storage for captured footage will be 
stored on an existing 100 terabytes server 
already purchased by the Civic Fund. This 
is a non-cloud-based storage solution and 
the most economic way to store electronic 
data, Director Laurain said. 

In a memo to the board, Laurain said 
Mobile Video Cameras (MVC) have been 
a part of law enforcement for well over 30 
years and the VBT Police Department has

and don’t flip your kayak where there’s a lot 
of foam, since PFAS congregate in foam. 

“Standard recreational activity is OK, like 
swimming, since exposure to the skin is not 
believed to be harmful,” Brown said. 

He said Michigan mobilized around 
this family of contaminants and all Tier 1 
schools were tested and wells were tested, 
as were all public water supplies. 

The fish advisory came out in 2018 
when more attention was focused on PFAS 
because of a spike in Ann Arbor, which was 
tracked down to a plant in Wixom. 

They tested the surface water in the 
Huron River and found Kent Lake having 
1,134 parts per billion, Argo Pond, 404 
ppb, Portage Lake 76 ppb, and Flat Rock 
Impoundment, 11 ppb. 

They harvested the fish and ground them 
up to test. While other contaminants are in 
the fat, PFAS get into muscle tissue and it’s 
there forever. 

“It will take at least two years to clear 
up,” he said of the river. “We have to get 
two clean tests of fish, not in the same year. 
It’s likely Flat Rock will be the first to be 
clean. 

“The advisory only goes to the mouth of 
the Huron River at Lake Erie,” Brown said. 
“Dilution is the solution.” 

Brown said there is no drinking water 
standard for PFAS in Michigan. 

“We really need a drinking water standard,” 
he stressed, noting the contaminant was 
added to the river in Wixom and Ann Arbor 
takes that water to drink and it goes out in 
wastewater and discharges back to the river. 

“That’s why we need a drinking water 
standard,” he said. 

He noted Michigan is following an EPA 
advisory of 70 parts per trillion as being 
safe. The Center for Disease Control 
recommends 7 ppt. A proposal before the 
Michigan legislature is for 5 ppt. Minnesota 
has 27 ppt, Vermont 20 ppt, New Jersey 13 
ppt, and a study from Harvard recommends 
less than 1 ppt. 

“We don’t know how much PFAS is in 
bottled drinking water,’ Brown said. He 
said, for example, officials who find levels 
they think are too high in a school may give 
the students bottled water that has a higher 
rating than the tap water. 

Tribar in Wixom caused PFAS effluent 
levels at the Wixom Wastewater Treatment 
Plant to be 4,800 ppt on Aug. 29, 2018. On 
Oct. 5, they installed GAC filters at Tribar 
and by Jan. 13, the level was down to 130 
ppt. Now it’s down to non-detect, Brown 
said. 

He said no home filter certifies bringing 
the level below 70 ppt and it’s not below 70 
ppt anywhere in the watershed. 

He said he is personally skeptical of 
anyone promising to sell kits for $300 to 
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Members of CAF 5, who were supposed to be out in Victory Park on Saturday as part of the Belleville Candy Hunt for children, 
went inside Victory Station out of the driving rain. They were selling hot dogs and drinks to raise money for Community Assistance 
Foundation 5 (CAF 5) which furnishes glasses and other needs to children in the five communities of the 34 District Court. From 
left are 34" District Court Judge Brian Oakley; twin brothers Kevin and Keith Johnston of Johnston Lithograph (Keith is also board 
president of Van Buren Public Schools); Karen Mida and James Foley, volunteers extraordinaire; Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Director Greg Laurain and retired VBT Police Captain Kenneth Brooks, now a 34" District Court officer.

$600 to bring the levels down. He said 
professionals charge from $1,850 to $2,500 
to test and it is very hard because it is so 
sensitive. Hand lotion and sunscreen can 
affect the test and they have to wear gloves. 

“We have widespread contamination in 
our watershed,” he stated. 

Brown said Wixom affected Ann Arbor, 
but smaller sites along the way probably 
contribute with storm water runoff in 
Western Wayne and Washtenaw counties. 

He said there has been a lot of activity in 
the last two months and they are looking 
into a federal response to PFAS. He said 
federal and state water standards are 
needed. 

He said people can help by confirming 
their fire department is not using PFAS 
fire fighting foam. Also, they can call their 
state senator and representative to support a 
strict maximum contamination level. 

Brown said removing PFAS at the source 
is the most efficient method, rather than 
putting filters in Ann Arbor, which is more 
expensive. 

He said more information on the subject 
is available at HRWC.org/PFAS . 

He said MLive coverage on PFAS brought 
a lot of issues to light and he praised their 
coverage. He said awareness is important 
and passing out information to others. 

Brown said he is coordinator of the 
Water Trail on the Huron River and the 
PFAS won’t keep him from paddling and 
swimming as much as he can this summer. 

Matt Best said they have to treat the 
sources and then wait six to seven years for 


the affected fish to be gone. 

Brown said the most common question on 
their web site is when they can eat the fish. 

“We’re waiting to see what unfolds this 
summer, what the testing shows,” he said. 

Best said the Huron River Watershed 
Council did a lot of work on the issue last 
year. 

“They did their part and the state should 
do its part,” Best said, noting there is still 
a lot of science that needs work. “They are 
all guesses right now... It’d be great to be 5 

.. but 25 might be safe. Nobody knows... 
Filters are very expensive. We want to do it 
with the facts.” 

Best said he knows a lot of people who 
eat the fish and the more the message gets 
out, the better. 

Brown said people have asked if they 
should even be on the river or Belleville 
Lake. 

“If we follow the rules, we should be 
safe,” Best said. “Face it. We all have some 
PFAS rolling around in us.” 

Brown suggested throwing out old Teflon 
pans that are showing wear, or at least 
swapping them out regularly. He suggested 
using steel, iron, or ceramic cookware. 

“Tt lingers, doesn’t break down,” he said 
of PFAS chemicals, noting they didn’t want 
it to break down when it was invented and 
they did that well. 

“If Flint hadn’t happened, we probably 
wouldn’t know about this,” Best said. 
“What else don’t we know about? ... of 
the 4,000 in the family, there could be 
something worse.” 
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Sixty-one photos were taken with children 
posing with Flop E Bunny inside Victory 
Station on a rainy Saturday afternoon. The 
candy hunt was cancelled because of the 
rain, but children were able to get candy 
anyway. About 200 people attended the 
indoor event. The Kiwanis Club had a 
brisk book sale inside Victory Station, 
as well. Kona ice truck was giving away 
treats outside in the rain and Scoopie from 
Culver’s was present for a short time inside

It’s not all gloom 
doom — Sherwood 
Pond has fish to eat 


The recent update on the chemical 
contamination of fish in Belleville Lake 
and the Huron River was quite depressing. 

Daniel Brown of the Huron River 
Watershed Council gave a report to 
members of the Van Buren Township 
Environmental Commission at their April 
17 meeting. He told them it will be years 
before fish in Belleville Lake will be safe 
to eat. 

The PFAS coming down the Huron River 
-- which runs through the Belleville Lake 
impoundment — brings the contaminants 
from manufacturers along the river from 
‘way upstream. The PFAS family of 
chemicals — up to 5,000 different ones — are 
called the forever chemicals because they 
do not go away. They need to be dealt with 
at the source — whatever manufacturing 
facility used the Teflon-like chemicals. 

But, it’s not all gloom and doom in fishing 
news in the tri-commmunity. 

At Tuesday’s Sumpter Township board 
meeting, Trustee Don LaPorte reported 
there is good fishing in Sumpter’s 
Sherwood Pond. He said bass are being 
caught and he knows someone who caught 
a six-pound bass. Sherwood Pond is not 
fed by the Huron River and we are pretty 
sure those Sumpter fish are edible. 

Sumpter is having a spring cleanup of 
Banotai Park and the shores of Sherwood 
Pond from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Saturday. It 
might be a good time to join in to support a 
good fishing place. 
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Leonard Armstrong alerts us to another 
scam. This caller identifies himself as 
“Publisher’s Clearing House” and he’s 
asking for you to send a check so he can 
send you thousands of dollars. Don’t do it. 

Werner Tallman of Sumpter Township said 
he, too, had a scam call on his answering 
machine from Palm Desert, CA, (760) 797- 
7875, that mentioned a suspension notice, 
him being guilty of a federal crime, and his 
Social Security Number. 

He didn’t call the number because he 
knows it is another one of those scams. 

He Googled the telephone number and 
found others complaining about calls from 
that number, stating they were the Social 
Security Administration — and weren’t. 

At the April 11 matinee of the musical 
“Hamilton” at the Fisher Theater in Detroit, 
nearly 2,000 students from 27 high schools 
were in the audience. Frankie Cramer, 
16, from Belleville High School was 
interviewed by Channel 7 News before and 
after the show. She is an aspiring performer 
and played Elsa in BHS’ “Sound of Music” 
which had opening night later that day. 

Also interviewed was BHS English 
teacher Andrea Sprague who was one of 
the teachers accompanying the students. 
She said many of the students have never 
experienced anything like this before and 
the looks on the students’ faces made the 
whole thing worth doing. 

The students’ experience was based on 
grants and the show’s educational program. 
They studied Alexander Hamilton and the 
Founding Fathers before seeing the show. 

Many people have had trouble getting 
tickets to “Hamilton,” since it is so very

On April 17, Chuck Robert Blair, 51, 
was bound over for trial after waiving 
his preliminary exams on two charges 
of  assaulting/resisting/obstructing a 
police officer on March 29 in the City of 
Belleville. 

34" District Court Judge David Parrott 
ordered Blair to appear April 24 at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice for his 
arraignment on the information. 

Blair was brought into the courtroom 
wearing clothing from the Wayne County 
Jail where he was being lodged on bond of 
$50 ,000/10%. 

Judge Parrott continued Blair’s bond and 
court-appointed attorney Mark Persida 
asked for him to be referred to pretrial 
services for a possible bond reduction. 
Judge Parrott granted the referral. 

Charles Wooten 

Judge Parrott put out a bench warrant 
for Charles Wooten, 24, after he failed to 
show up for his preliminary exam on April 
17 on a charge of assault with a dangerous 
weapon (felonious assault) and malicious 
destruction of property between $200 and 
$1,000 on March 24 in VBT. 

The previous week, on April 10, Judge 
Tina Brooks Green was told the witness 
in Wooten’s case wasn’t present because 
he is a teacher and they are doing the SAT 
tests. The prosecutor asked for a one-week 
adjournment and Judge Green agreed. 
The victim is Wooten’s brother and Judge 
Green said there was to be no contact. 

The court-appointed defense attorney 
said his client had been in jail since March 
24 on bond of $10,000/10%. Judge Green 
released him on personal bond. 

Eileen Gail Green 

On April 10, Eileen Gail Green, 42, was 
due for her preliminary exam before Judge 
Green on two charges of possession of 
financial transaction device on July 20 in 
Van Buren Township. She was free after 
posting bond of $10,000/10% but she did 
not show up for court. Judge Green signed 
a bench warrant for her.

used this technology it its patrol vehicles 
for more than 25 years. 

He said the department recently replaced 
its old MVC system and when doing 
so selected a MVC system that has the 
capability to integrate with Body Worn 
Cameras, if and when it decided to move in 
that direction. 

When used correctly, the cameras can 
also promote accountability, strengthen 
police transparency, improve performance, 
preserve evidence, and resolve citizen 
complaints. The evidentiary benefits cause 
the Wayne County Prosecutors Office to 
support departments using this technology. 

He said several police agencies already 
have Body Worn Cameras, including 
Sumpter Township, Taylor, Westland, 
Livonia, Canton Township, Washtenaw 
County Sheriffs, Michigan State Police, 
Detroit, Roseville, Clinton Township, 
Macomb County Sheriffs, University 
of Michigan, Kalamazoo Township and 
Kalamazoo City. 

Cloud storage of data is costly, Laurain 
said, but after a thorough evaluation, it was 
decided the current 100 terabyte server 
would be more than sufficient to house 
data from both the MVCs and Body Worn 
Cameras. This is based on the number 
of patrol vehicles (17) and officers that 
would be assigned and wearing the body 
cameras (35). Actually he said there are 32 
uniformed officers and three extra cameras 
for backup. 

Laurain said they expect to get the 
equipment in May or June and they will give 
them to the officers to learn them, learn the 
policy and state mandates and “play with 
them” before being implemented in the fall. 
The training will be done during roll call. 

He said the body cameras automatically 
go on when the overhead lights are on, the 
patrol vehicle is going 85 mph, the air bag 
deploys, or the sirens are on, otherwise the 
officer turns on the camera. 

Laurain said Michigan State Police and 
Detroit PD also are using the Watchguard 
brand. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said the township 
has been looking at this for ten years. She 
remembers when she was on the Public 
Safety Commission members asked about 
it and were in favor of the cameras.
